The Retlring Senators.

We give below the remarks of Senator
Clay,of Alabawms, in retiring from the
Senate:

Mr. Clay, of Alabama. Trise toannounce,
for my colleague and myself, that the people

of Alubama have adopted an ordinauce of

separation, and that they are all in favor of
withdrawing from this Union. I wish it to
be understood that this is the act of the
people of’ Alabama, in taking this momen-
tous step, 1t is nearly forty-two years since
Alabama came into this Union. - S8he en
tered itamid violence and exeitement, caused
by the hostility of the North against the
instititution of slavery at the South. It is
this same spirit of hostility at the North
which has effected the accession of Missis-
sippi, South Carolina, Georgis, Florida
and Alabama, It has denied Christian
communieation, beeanse it could not en-
dure what it styles the leprosy of slavery.
It refuses us permission to pass through
the North with our property, in violation
of the constitution and the laws of Congress,
designed to protect that property. It has
refused us any share in the lands acqnired
mainly by cur diplumacy, our blood, and
our treasure.

It has robbed us of onr property, and
refused restorntion. It hias relused to de-
liver up criminals amainst our law  who
flod to the North with our property, or
with blood upon their hands, and it threat-
ened us with punishment and  murdered
Sauthern men who attempted the recovery
af their property. It invaded the borders

PENSACOLA BAY.

Pensacola bay has rare properties as a
harbor. Tt ia now accessible to frigates.

The | a-
bor is perfectly landlocked, and the road-
sted very capacions. There are excellent
positions within for repairing, building and
lnunching vesscls, and for docks and dock-
yards in healthy sitnations.  The supply of
good wuter i abandant.  These projertics,
in conuection with the position of the har-
bor, as regurds the coast, have induced the
government to seleet it as a naval station,
und u plice of rendezvous and repair. The
upper arins of  Pensacoln bay reeeive the
Yellow Waters of Pea river, Middle river
and E.cambia river, eleven miles from the
Liulf.

HBANTA ROSA IALAND,

Santa Roas Island is situ.ted Bast by
Northwest by South fourteen leagnes, and
ecmpletely shute ont Pensacols from the
sea. It is so low that the sea in a gale
washes its top. It is not wmore than one
foarth of a mile wide. The West point of
this island is at the wouth of Pensacola
bay. The latter is not over oneand aqnar
ter mile wide.

The deGiniticn of blockade, ih inhrnnﬁ
law, is the application of free by one
ligerent to the ports of andther. “Fhe meas-
ing of the term bas never been extended
to an internicine war, much loss to one be-
tween Confederated States. Should the
dominant majoiity in Congress institute
blockade of the ports of the seeeding
for the purpose of eompelling their
sion, the meaning of the term blockude
wist be greatly enlarged, not only in its
wider applicction than usual, but the
<e and sim of blecckade must be départed
T‘m as ag instrument in belligerent hos
tilities.

It is now the acecpted definition of block:
ade that it wust be so efficient as o prevent
all accoss by sea to the bloekaded port. Like
contraband of war, the intérest dd homan-
ity of the present age have coniructed, not
eularged, the seuse of these phrases.  The
naval forces of the United Stutes are totally
inadequate to the blookade of s long line of
Atlantic and Gulf Coast 1If the central
despotismn at Washingtou should resolve td-
select one or two ports of the South fgr:in-
genee, in the Interdiction of thair [ fgil

Waoere Suacn Maase Go—On this
question, the Bangor (Maine) Democrat
comments thus:

“In the midst of this great revolution,
now sompidly progressing, what duty does
Muine owe to herself? 1t is a melancholy
and mortifying fact that, for some reason,
Muine has ecased to be that thriving and
prosperous State which she was twenty,
thirty and forty years ago. During the
prst ten years, lier per ceutage of iucrease
of population has been much less than that
of wny Southern State, and less than that
of each of the Northern States with two
exceptions, New Humpshire and Vermont;
amd we believe we sta e a fuet, when we
say that, in proportion to her opulation,
she is the poorest State in the Euion, her
valuation in jroportion to that population
heing the least of any State. Our State,
country and town taxes are also heavier in
proportion to our population than those of
any other State. For the decade, ending
in 1840, thore were but thirteen States
whose per centage ofincrease of populution
was greater than ouruwo.  Forthe decade,
cuding in 1860, there are thivy States
whose per centage of increase is boyond
th.t of Maine.

*“ We shail uot in this articlo undortake
W point out the eanzes thut have for & loug
titue buck been opeirating o the disadvan-
taze and detriwent of Maione ; but such be-
ing her present condition, whilst she will
cling to the Union with true hervism and
devotion so loug as the other Northera
States shall observe the coupsot in good
faith, yet sbe cananot be tolernut of secret
treachery in any of tha middle or  Western
States, nor can she affurd to it for then
W sell her out in any trade they may be
disposed 10 muke among themselves or with
the south. We would exeite no unnecessa-
ry alarw among our people; but we would
not have them insensible to their condition,
nor would we have them bewrayed.
